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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record considered as a 
whole fails to teach or suggest either: 

1) a data recording method or device for calculating a digital sum value (DSV) corresponding to a 
proportion of positive data and negative data included in predetermined data ranges, selecting a resync pattern to be 
inserted between the data ranges according to the DSV, and inserting the selected resync pattern between the data 
ranges, the data recording method or device comprising: a step or unit for selecting a resync pattern that 
minimizes differences in DSV between the data ranges; or 

2) an optical recording medium on which data is recorded, comprising: a resync pattem inserted between 
predetermined data ranges according to a digital sum value (DSV) corresponding to a proportion of positive data and 
negative data included in the data ranges, the resync pattern being such as to minimize differences in DSV 
between the data ranges, (bold language emphasized)
